as ſhall take vpon them the bulines and labour, foꝛ and aboute the pꝛe⸗ 
miſſeg, that is to ſape, euerpe collectoure to paye that comiſſtoner oꝛ co⸗ 
miſſioners whiche had the ozderynge of the w2ytinges, of, and foꝛ the 
ſayd Subſedy, where the layd collectour oz tollectours had their col⸗ 
lection fox expences ofthe ſayde commiſſioner ſo taken vpon them the 
ſayd bulines and laboure of they cierkes, wutinge the layd pꝛeceptes 
and eſtreates foz the ſayd collections, the ſame taſt two pence ofeuerye 
pound to be deuided amongeſt the ſayde commiſſioners, hauynge re⸗ 
garde to they; labour and buſynes, taken bythem oz theyꝛ ſayd clerkes 
in and about the pꝛemiſſes, foꝛ the whiche part ſo to the commiſſioners 
atteyninge,theſayd commiiſſtoners,ſpre-fiue,foure,thze, oʒ as manye 
ofthem as ſhall be thervnto appointed by the kynge and Quenes ma⸗ 
teſties commiſſion, and euery of them ioynt ly and leuerally foꝛ his and 
they: ſayd part, may haue his remedy agaynſt the ſayde collectoute 03 
collectours, which therofben and might haue ben allowed by action of 
debte, in the whiche the defendaunte ſhall not wage his la we, neither 
pꝛotection, neither iniunction, oꝛ other eſſoigne ſhall de allowed.

Be it therefoze oꝛdeyned and enatted by thaucthazitie afozeſayde, 
that this acte of Dubſe I. APLITIINTED ed, ſhall not 
extende to charge any olthe kynge and Uuenes and other 
inhabitauntes and dwellers within any ol the ſayde counties of den⸗ 
bꝛoke, Carmarthen, Cardigan, Glamozgan, Bzecknocke,Radnoure, | 
Mongomery,Denbigh, flint. Merioneth, Angleſey, Carnaruan, and 
the countie palantine of Cheſter, bepnge charged oꝛ chargeable wyth 
the (ayde Myſe,foz, oz in any of the paymentes ofthe ſayde Subſidye, 
graunted tothekynge and Muenes Maieſties by this acte, vntyll the 
ſeuerall dayes and tymes appointed and agreed fox the paiment ofthe 
ſayde Myſe,ſhall be expited.

Ind that then the paiment ofthe (apd 
Subſidpe graunted by this pꝛeſent acte, ſhall be made at the receipte 
of the kynges 1 — Elchequer, betoꝛe the ſpꝛſt daye ol Marche 
nerte folowinge after the dayes appointed foz the latter paymente to

Furthermoze be it enacted by thauctozitie afoꝛeſayd that þ tenants
